The reports were sent out, how­ 
ever. before the affidavits of twelve or 
more disinterested citizens of Hub­ 
bard county had been sent to the 
United States court and it is not 
known yet what disposition will be 
made of the case. 
Attorney P. J. Murphy who is re­ 
presenting Wolfe in the litigation 
received the notice of the action of 
the department at Washington some­ 
time ago and when he was iii St. 
Paul recently he went to call on 
United 
States 
District 
Attorney 
Evans. 
Mr. Evans was not at home 
at the time end Mr. Murphy pro­ 
ceeded to Fergus Falls to see him. 
Mr. Evans promised that he would 
make his recommendations on the 
matter at once and he half intimated 
that they would be favorable to 
Wolfe. 
The recommendations made by the 
trial judge and Assistant District 
Attorney Purdy were not expected 
to be favorable to Wolfe.

He Says That Experience of This 


kind Makes the Company 


Skeptical. 


President Tigbe, of the Minnesota 
W ater Cum pan y, has just returned 
Bto his home in St. Paul after a tw o 
»Lys visit in the c ity on butties** .n 
connection with the water works sys­ 
tem of this city owned by tile above 
company. 
Sometime ago there were two peti­ 
tions from northeast Brainerd for 
the extension of the water mains and 
somehow or another the m atter has 
never been acted on. although the 
prayers 
of 
the 
petitioners 
were 
granted by the city council. 
A representative of T he Dispatch, 
wishing to ascertain the position 
President Tighe took in the m atter, 
interviewed him on the subject this 
morning. 
Mr. Tighe said: 
“ As far as the extension of the 
water company's mains 
are con­ 
cerned there will be no difficulty be-, 
tween the city and the company. 
The company recognizes that all 
^.streets 
where 
there 
are 
houses 
enough to reasonably ask for water 
should have it. 
Already this sum ­ 
mer the company has laid over seven­ 
teen hundred feet of new mains. 
“The trouble with this m atter when 
there is any, arises from two sources. 
One is that people sometimes sign 
petitions for extensions simply to 
oblige their neighbors and then refuse 
to take water when the mains are 
laid. 
Ju st now the company has 
completed a main on Second Avenue 
in northeast Brainerd.

SIGNERS OF PETITIONS ERRATIC, 


He Says That Experience ct This 


Kind Makes the Company 


Skeptical. 


President Tighe, of the Minnesota 
Water Company, has just returned 
to his home in St. Paul after a two 
^lays visit io the city on business in 
connection with the water works sys­ 
tem of this city owned by the above 
company. 
Sometime ago there were two peti­ 
tions from northeast Brainerd for 
the extension of the water mains and 
somehow or another the matter has 
never been acted on, although the 
prayers 
of the petitioners 
were 
granted by the city council. 
A representative of T h e D i s p a t c h , 
wishing to ascertain the position 
President Tighe took in the matter, 
interviewed him on the subject this 
morning. 
Mr. Tighe said: 
“As far as the extension of the 
water company's mains are con­ 
cerned there will be no difficulty be-, 
tween the city and the company. 
The company recognizes that all 
* .streets 
where 
there are 
houses 
enough to reasonably ask for water 
should have it. 
Already this sum­ 
mer the company has laid over seven­ 
teen hundred feet of new mains. 
“The trouble with this matter when 
there is any, arises from two sources. 
One is that people sometimes sign 
petitions for extensions simply to 
oblige their neighbors and then refuse 
to take water when the mains are 
laid. 
Just now the company has 
completed a main on Second Avenue 
in northeast Brainerd. 
It is seven 
hundred and thirty-three feet long 
and eight 
signers 
were needed. 
Seven signed and the company went 
ahead without the other one. 
Now 
grafter the pipe is in only five of the 
seven will take the water. 
The other 
two have gone back on their agree­ 
ment at least for the present. 
This 
of course is unfair and provoking. 
The company has no practical remedy 
but such experiences make it very 
skeptical about the sincerity of peti­ 
tions. 
“Trie other trouble is with the ex­ 
pense of extensions. 
The company 
cannot spend more than it earns and 
cannot borrow money in the present 
condition of its franchise. 
It has to 
pay for all its improvements out of 
its income and its surplus income is 
not big enough to permit large out­ 
lays in this direction. 
The seventeen 
hundred feet laid this year I myself 
.gwhave advanced the money for. 
lf the 
city would extend the company’s 
franchise a few years on condition 
that it give the city a model plant. 
I think the city would get all it 
would be proud of and that there 
would'be no cause for complaint of 
any sort.’’

President Tighe, of the Minnesota 
iVater Company, has just returned 
to his home in St. Paul after a two 
lays visit to the city on business in 
jonnection with the water works sys­ 
tem of this city owned by the above 
company. 
Sometime ago there were two peti­ 
tions from northeast Brainerd for 
he extension of the water mains and 
somehow or another the matter has 
sever been acted on. although the 
prayers of the petitioners were 
panted by the city council. 
A representative of The D is p a t c h , 
irishing to ascertain the position 
President Tighe took in the matter, 
nterviewed him on the subject this 
morning. 
M r. Tighe said: 
“As far as the extension of the 
eater company's mains are con­ 
cerned there will be no difficulty be-, 
tween the city and the company. 
The company recognizes that all 
dreets where 
there are houses 
mough to reasonably ask for water 
»bould have it. 
Already this sum­ 
mer the company has laid over seven­ 
teen hundred feet of new mains. 
“The trouble with this m atter when 
there is any, arises from two sources. 
One is that people sometimes sign 
petitions for extensions simply to 
oblige their neighbors and then refuse 
to 'lake 'water when the mains are 
laid. Just now the company has 
:ompieted a main on Second Avenue 
in northeast Brainerd. 
It is seven 
hundred and thirty-thre1 feet long 
and eight signers were needed. 
Seven signed and the company went 
ahead without the other one. Now 
after the pipe is in only five of the 
seven will take the water. 
The other 
two have gone back on their agree­ 
ment at least for the present. This 
of course is unfair and provoking. 
The company has no practical remedy 
but such experiences make it very 
skeptical about the sincerity of peti­ 
tions. 
“Toe other trouble is with the ex­ 
pense of extensions. The company 
cannot spend more than it earns and 
cannot borrow money in the present 
condition of its franchise. 
It has to 
pay for all its improvements out of 
its income and its surplus income is 
not big enough to permit large out­ 
lays in this direction. The seventeen 
hundred feet laid this year I myself 
fhave advaoced the money for. 
If the 
city would extend the company’s 
franchise a few years on condition 
that it give the citv a model plant, 
I think the city would get all it 
would be proud of and that there 
would be no cause for complaint of 
any sort.”

Again 
and again, they said, he refused to put 
on a life preserver which members of 
ills staff offered bim, thinking probably 
that the men would gain confidence by 
seeing bim thus coolly facing danger 
unprotected. 
‘‘He did uct seem to care about Ills 
own safety," said one of the Trenton’s 
survivors, ‘‘but his whole thought was 
how to get the Trenton down to the 
Vandalia to save the iii en in her rig­ 
ging.’’ 
A notable Incident of this catastro­ 
phe was Admiral Kimberly’s action in 
assembling the Trenton’s band on deck 
and playing “God Save the Queen” as 
the British cruiser Calliope, with more 
engine flower than tile other ships pres­ 
ent. steamed out to sea and safety. 
The admiral, while In Imminent peril 
of his life, with Ids ship grinding to 
piec* s on tin* reef, recognized the sea- 
i .unship and skill of the British ex­ 
ploit and lined up his crew and band 
on deck to cheer. 
Admiral Benham is best known as 
the man who broke the blockade at 
Blo de Janeiro In the Brazilian rebel­ 
lion of 1885 and not only enabled Amer­ 
ican merchantmen to discharge their 
cargoes, but gave til#* deathblow to the 
attem pt to re-establish the Portuguese 
monarchy In Brazil. 
He made fruit­ 
less efforts through diplomatic means 
to s#*cure p<*rnifission from the reliefs 
who controlled the navy of the repub­ 
lic for some American vessels laden 
with flour to discharge their cargoes at 
the Rio wharfs. 
Finally he served no­ 
tice on the rebel Admiral de Gama that 
he Intended to convoy tile flour vessels 
to the city.
